You are hereby notified that pursuant to the Illinois Workers' Compensation Act (802 ILCS 305/4a-7),
an assessment for the Self-Insurers Security Fund is being issued so that the Self-Insurers Advisory
Board may carry out its statutory mandate under the Act to assure the continued payment of benefits
to employees of insolvent self-insured employers.

The Self-Insurers Advisory Board has directed that all self-insured employers in the State of Illinois
pay an assessment to the Self-Insurers Security Fund by December 16, 2022.

Please note the assessment rate is 0.6% based on indemnity payments made during 2021.

The assessment must be completed online via the new Self-Insurance Plus (SIP) system.
